§ 1. Tlie 8th and 9th sections of title “Interest 
and Usury” of the Revised Statutes shall apply 
to, ami embrace every person in this Common 
wealth who shall carry ou, conduct, or engage 



in the business of a broker or exchange dealer, | 
by the purchase or sale of bank notes, money, 
bills of exchange, drafts, checks, treasury notes, 1 
State stocks, or stocks of the United States, or j 
by the charge of premium for the acceptance or I 
indorsement upon bills or negotiable paper, or 
shall by any other means carry on the business 
of a broker or exchange dealer. 

§2. If any bank, savings institution, or other 
corporation authorized by the existing laws of 
this State to exercise banking powers, discount 
notes or deal in bills of exchange, shall know- j 
ingly purchase any bill of exchange drawn on 
any person or corporation within or without the j 
limits of this State, or discount a note payable j 
at a town or city other than that in which it is 
discounted or purchase*!, not based upon a real 
and bona fide business transaction, all moneys 
received by such bank or other corporation in 
the purchase of such bill or discount of such 
note, in the way of interest, discount aud ex- 
change, ami fifty per cent ot the principal, shall 
be forfeited to the Commonwealth to the use of 
the sinking fund; and it shall be the duty of 
the several attorneys for the Commonwealth to 
sue for ami recover the same in any court hav- 
ing jurisdiction thereof, one fourth of which 
may be retained by the attorney for his services, 
ami the balance paid into the treasury to the 
credit of the sinking fund. 

$ 3: The provisions of the last section shall 
apply to and embrace any person engaged in 
the business of a broker or exchange dealer, as 
defined ill the first section.

Mr. H. opposed tlie reconsideration, and spoke 
at length against the principle of specific tax- 
ation in regard to the above animals. 

The bill then passed — yeas, 47; nays, 34.

51 r. HANSON offered an amendment, pro 
viding that no part of tlie money appropriated 
in lii is aet shall be drawn until the Asylum is 
completed: adopted. 

That portion of the bill relating to t lie com- 
pensation of Commissioners was stricken out, 
and the bill, as amended, then passed — yeas, 61; 
nays, 23. 

[When the name of Mr. ANDERSON was 
vailed, lie remarked that he had voted against 
the bill under consideration on yesterday with 
great reluctance. He felt at all times disposed 
io encourage institutions of such a character. — 
The bill, by amendments adopted this morning, 
had thrown around it some salutary restrictions, 
which, to his mind, did not render it so objec- 
tionable as at first presented. And after the 
very eloquent and elaborate exposition of the 
facts connected with the origin, management 
and present condition of that Asylum, by the 
gentleman from Lyon, (Mr. 5IARSHALL.) his 
deepest sympathies had been aroused in behalf 
of the unfortunate lunatic, and he could not re- 
frain from voting for the bill.] 

governor’s VETO. 

Tlie House next proceeded to consider the bill 
for the benefit of Hannah Wurtzberger, of Louis- 
ville. 

[The Governor had vetoed this bill, but tlie 
Senate had passed it, notwithstanding his ob- 
ject ions to the contrary.] 

Tlie House refused to pass the bill over the 
veto of the Governor — Veas, 0; nays, 79. 

By unanimous consent, a bill was prepared 
and introduced for tlie benefit of 51rs. Wurtzur- 
ger, which obviated the constitutional objec- 
tions of the Governor, and effected the same end 
as the original bill.

War at baud— Last Hope for Peace Gone. 

A telegraphic dispatch from Cincinnati dated 
March 9ili, (yesterday) and politely furnished 
to us by the accommodating operator of House’s 
Printing Telegraph, gives the following news — 
dou bless just received by telegraph from tlie 
Hast: 

“The Asia arrived at Halifax last night, with 
'dates from Liverpool to the 28tli of February. 
Creat preparations for war in England and 
France. Both countries are about to issue a 
joi ut Manifesto, equivalent to a declaration of 
»var. There is a serious Greek insurrection in 
"urkey, and great excitement in Greece. Austria 

sending additional troops to her South West- 
c ’ frontiers.” 

This confirms the news brought by the Atlan- 

,, which arrived at New York on the 8tli, with 
Ja *s to the 22d of February — viz: “That the 
n reply to Napoleon's letter had been receiv- 
ed, and that he (the Czar) refused to accept the 
proposals submitted; and that the Monilcur said 
liie reply left no clause for. a peaceful solution 
bf the difficulty. Troops were embarking on 
the 22d from Liverpool, Dublin, and Southamp- 
ton, and the Baltic fleet was fitting out afrevery 
port.” 

The Asia also brings the news that Smith 
Obrien had been pardoned. 

As to the markets the, Asia reports “cotton 
trooping, sales for the week 40,000 bales. De- 
mand for bread-stuffs fallen off, and prices droop- 
ing. Pork and lard dull. Beef advanced. 
Money market easy; consuls steady.” This is, 
we suppose, to be taken with reference to th* 
rates reported as of six days previous, by 
the Atlantic , which was as follows: “Flour 

(advanced) (id, and wheat 2d. per bushel. Bet- 
ter beef firmer. Pork quiet but not lower. Lard 
55 to 56 and steady. Corn 48@49, and in bet- 
ter demand.” Under this news tlour advanced 
in New York on the 8th, 12 cents per bushel, 
and wheat 6 cents per bushed at Cincinnati, 
under the same news ( Atlantic's ) flour advanced 
to $6 25.
